HICKEY ADMITS 
MURDER OF BOYS 


Killed One In New York and 
One in Lackawanna 


6IVES 
SIGNED 
STATEMENT 


Jackson Gets Raynsr's Seat,

of William P. Jackson, the Republi­ 
can national committeeman for Alary 
land, to succeed the late United States 
Senator Isidor Rayner. 


Mr. Jackson, as chairman of the Re­ 
publican state committee of Maryland 
had charge of President T aft’s cam 
paign in Maryland during the recent 
presidential contest. He is also tilt

committeemaj 
from Maryland, and has been active in 
political life for many years. Mr, Jack 
son's home is at Salisbury, 


Attributes His Crimes to Excessixc 
Use of Liquor— Has Mania For Kill­ 
ing Boys When Drunk. 


J, Frank Hickey made a full con 
fession of the murder on Oct. 12, 1911, 
of Joseph Josephs, the seven-year-old 
boy, of Lackawanna, a suburb of Buf 
falo, N. Y.; also of Michael Kruck, a 
New York newsboy, Pec. 12, 1902. 


Death in both instances was caused 
by strangulation. 
Hickey attributed 
his crimes to the excessive use ol 
liquor. When drunk, he said, he was 
possessed of an irresistible mania foi 
killing boys. 
He denied that he had 
committed other similar crimes, and 
said he was repentant for his deeds 
and expected to pay the penalty. 


The confession was made to Wesley 
C. Dudley, the district attorney. The 
whole tale has been reduced to a for 
mal statement and has been signed by 
Hickey. 


Hickey is forty-seven years old and 
divorced. 
He has a son twenty-one 
years old. He is a chemist by profes* 
sion and is possessed of the mildest 
manners 
and the most ingratiating 
personality. 


Previously he has admitted to the 
police that he is a drunkard and on 
several occasions was an inmate oi 
the Keswick Colony of Mercy, where 
drunkards are given a chance to re- 
form. 
It is located near Whitings 
N. J., the place Hickey was traced tc 
through letters he had written, these 
letters being the principal and, for a 
time, the only clues to the murder oi 
Joseph Josephs, whose dismembered 
body was found in an outhouse neai 
his home on Nov. 16 last. 


Josephs disappeared on the( after 
noon of Oct. 12, 1911. 
It was at first 
believed he had been drowned, but 
his father, George Josephs, a promi­ 
nent merchant of Lackawanna, insist 
ed that the boy had been kidnapped 
and a countrywide search was insti 
tuted. 


The case attracted widespread at 
tention, as the father from time tc 
time reecived anonymous letters warn 
ing him to discontinue the search un 
der threat that his son would be mur­ 
dered. In one postal card from Boston 
the then unidentified writer wrote ol 
murdering a boy in Central park, Ne\\ 
York city. It reads: 


“Wednesday night, Dec. 10, 1902, 1 
enticed Michael Ricao Kruck, a news­ 
boy, into the park .opposite the en 
trance to the arsenal police station. 1 
strangled him and just escaped the 
officer who found him. Three times 1 
have taken life, twelve times havf 
tried and cannot help it.” 


Another card, dated Oct. 30, 1912 
was as follows: 


“Joseph Josephs will be found in 
the bottom of the outhouse back of sa* 
loon near Doyle’s, on Ridge road. 
A 
drunk crazed brain done the deed and 
remorsd and sorrow for the parents is 
bringing the results which will soor 
come to an end. The demon whisk} 
will then have one more victim, mak 
Jng four in all. The next morning 1 
tried to kill a little newsy, an Italian, 
who always stands in the morning at 
Seneca street. The boy knew me well. 
Ask him. I wish to pay the price, but 
will not let the Boston police get me 
for my family’s sake.” 


The principal evidence in the handt 
of the police up to two weeks ago wae 
a letter written under a New York 
date and mailed at Whitings, N, J., on 
Feb. 1, 1912. 


That letter was turned over to the 
police by John Iioskyn, chief mill 
wright of the American Chemical Ag­ 
ricultural Works, of Buffalo, Hoskyn 
said the writer applied for a job in 
the chemical works on Sept. 13, 1911. 
The applicant seemed to be above the 
class of work obtainable in the plant, 
but he accepted employment and re­ 
mained there four days. On departing 
he promised to write Hoskyn, which 
he did four months afterward. 


The police then traced Hickey to 
Whitings, where he was arrested. 


He will serve until the legislature

When he arrived in New 
York he was joined by his two daugh­ 
ters and they celebrated his release 
with a Thanksgiving dinner.

“Not guilty” was the verdict given 
by the jury in Salem, Mas^, in the case 
of Joseph J. Ettor, Arturo Giovannitti 
and Joseph Caruso, who were charged

Both Houses Adjourned as Soon as 


Preliminaries of Organization Were 
Concluded Out of Respect to Dead 
Members. 


The senate and house settled down 
io work for the high pressure “billion 
dollar” session that is to end the Six- 
ty*second congress and mark the pass­ 
ing of the control of the government 
from the Republicans to the Demo 
crats, who have not been in power for 
sixteen years. 


Crowded galleries looked down on 
the animated scenes on the floor as 
Speaker Clark in the house and Sena­ 
tor Bacon, presiding in the senate, 
rapped the respective bodies to order. 


Speaker Champ Clark, wielding his 
emblem of order with ever increasing 
force, succeeded in breaking two valu­ 
able gavels before he had brought the 
enthusiastic house through an hour 
and ten minutes of business. The ses­ 
sions in both houses served to com­ 
plete the preliminary work of organi­ 
zation-and left congress ready for leg­ 
islative business. 


The senate, depressed by the recent 
death of Vice President Sherman and 
Senators Heyburn and Rayner, was in 
session only twenty-two minutes. Both 
houses adjourned as soon as the pre­ 
liminaries of organization were con­ 
cluded, out of respect for members 
and officers who had died since the 
adjournment in August. 


Boisterous enthusiasm greeted the 
return to the house of Speal *r Clark, 
former Speaker Cannon 
and 
o t h e r 
members whose names have long bee.; 
associated with the important affai:J 
of that body. The roll call in the hnm * 
was by states, and as the roll piocoed- 
ed the members cheered and applaud­ 
ed the names of the more prominent 
members. 


A rising greeting was given former 
Speaker Cannon when his name was 
reached. 
Democrats and Republicans 
who had joined in the applause for 
Speaker Clark when he entered the 
chamber, jumped to their feet and 
joined in the cheering. Four governors- 
elect, who will go from the house of 
representatives 
to 
their 
respective 
state capitals, also were vigorously 
cheered as the roll call 
proceeded. 
They were Representatives Sulzer, of 
New York; Cox, of Ohio; Robinson, 
of Arkansas, and Hanna, of North Da­ 
kota.

Speaker Clark named Representatives 
Underwood, of Alabama; Mann, of Il­ 
linois, and Johnson, of Kentucky.

The prince of Monaco presented re­ 
cently *o the Academy of Sciences in 
Paris some notes about 
cephalopods 
captured by him at an average depth 
of about 13,000 feet. Cephalopods are 
octopusea, cuttlefish and squids. These 
deep sea creatures, he said, have such 
transparent bodies that ail their inter­ 
nal arrangem ents can be seen distinct­ 
ly, and even the course of the nerves 
through the head and tentacles may 
bo traced.

Killed by Madman. 


Romansliorn, in th.e canton of Thur* 
gan, Switzerland, has been the scene 
of a terrible tragedy, no fewer than 
seven men being killed by a madman,

The madman, Hermann 
Schwarz, had been recently discharged 
from the army owing to mental trou* 
ble. Provided with a rifle and a sup* 
ply of cartridges, Schwarz barricaded 
himself in his room, and 
from

until 
past 
eleven kept up a continuous fire upon 
passers-by and upon people who 
at­ 
tempted to break dowrn the door and 
deprivo him of the rifle. In all four 
men were killed and eight others wero 
wounded.

ringing of bells.

In his experiments he used a series 
of slender glass rods about one-eighth 
of an inch in thickness, placed side 
by side and tied together so as to 
form a kind of flexible mat which 
will adapt itself to various parts of 
the body. The glass must be of cobalt 
blue and transmit no red rays, this 
being a very important point 
The 
rods are to be placed upon the area 
to he anesthetized, and some form of 
white light, preferably a tungsten 
lamp, brought as closely as possible 
without causing discomfort. 


Strange to relate, in twenty minutes 
tho part becomes insensitive, so that 
superficial and even deep incisions or 
punctures are no longer felt. 
This 
anesthesia lasts for one-half hour or 
more, and has occurred so constantly 
that there is no reason to believe that 
it is the result of suggestion or ac­ 
cident. Minor surgical operations have 
been performed under this method 
and without tho least pain or discom­ 
fort, and there seems to be enough in 
it to merit attention. 


More than thirty years ago there 
prevailed what was afterward termed 
the blue glass craze.

Uses of Uranium. 


There is considerable popular inter­ 
est in uranium in the United States on 
account of its connection with ra­ 
dium. Very little uranium is mined 
in this country, except as it is inci­ 
dentally taken out in mining carnot* 
ite for vanadium, according to the> 
United States geological survey. In 
1911 the uranium mined amounted 
to about twenty-one and two-tenths 
tons. A few hundred pounds of pitch­ 
blende was mined from the German 
mine, at Central City, Colo., but this 
material was not sold, as it was said 
to have been used in experimental’ 
work. The extraction of radium has 
been attempted in the United States’ 
by several persons and firms. Somei 
of these have given up their efforts^ 
but others are still at work. Uranium* 
is employed principally for making] 
yellow glass, for yellow glazes on. 
pottery, and in a less degree as a 
chemical reagent Yellow glass made 
with uranium oxide is known as’ 
“opalescent" Direct

The primary object of 
tho urban 
banks is to furnish their 
members 
with cheap, quick money. They lend 
In tw.o forms--loans on current ac­ 
count and loans

Sterilized Coal. 


Coal in the mines is one 
of 
the 
things freest from germs. 
Old-time 
doctors ‘used to notice coal miners' 
wounds healed fast, though begrimed 
and besmeared with coal dust. For a 
long time it has been thought that 
breathing in coal dust caused lung dis­ 
eases in miners. 
Some expert» find 
Iresh coal is as good as sterilized, and 
say miners have lung trouble because 
they do not take the trouble to put 
off their damp and sweaty clothing be­ 
fore guing from the mine 
to 
their 
homes, thus taking cold in the open 
air walk. 
Experts say 
our 
miners 
ought to put on warm and dry clothes 
at the mouth of the 
mine. 
But 
it 
seems the miners have minds of their 
own, and although the coal companies 
in some places fixed up hot and cold 
water baths and dressing rooms at the 
mouth of the mines the men would 
not use them, but went home to wash 
and dress, as had been their custom 
for generations. 


banks averages about 2% per cent of 
the total working capital, while the 
gross profits average about 5*4, per 
cent, of the working Capital.

Moving picture shows have prac­ 
tically ruined the saloon business of 
the national capital, according to in­ 
vestigations of the excise board. Al­ 
though the new license year 
began 
November, only 175 applications have 
been made for renewal of retail 
licenses. Last y^ar 513 retail liquor 
licenses were taken out and unless 
business picks up during the next 
few days the board anticipates only 
one third of the regular saloon busi- 
aeos will oe In force during the coming 
year. 


All young officers in the navy will 
hereafter serve at least one year on 
gunboat duty, according to a now plan 
of detailing announced at the navy 
department 
The navy department regards gun­ 
boat 
duty as highly important, be­ 
cause the gunboat officers are thrown 
on their own resources to larger ex­ 
tent than on tho battleships and moro 
quickly learn self-reliance and confi­ 
dence in their own abilities. 


In the future tho period of duty for 
ail gunboat officers, except the com­ 
mander, will be one year. At the enc> 
of this period they will be ordered to 
the battleships and armored cruisers 
With this now system a greater num­ 
ber of officers will have the advan 
tage of gunboat training than is now 
tho case. The officers will have, while 
on gunboat duty, larger individual re­ 
sponsibilities and range duties 
It 
in expected tho new plan of one year 
details will make gunboat duty more 
popular, as such assignments will not 
hereafter mean long separation from 
tho fleet. 


A number of ensigns of the class 
of 1911 aro now* being dotailed to tho 
gunboats. This gives them a distinct 
advantage over their classmates not 
so detailed, as theso ensigns imme­ 
diately become watch and division of­ 
ficers with quarters in tho wardroom. 
For this reason, only those who have 
proved special efficiency at sea in tho 
last year aro being chosen. At the end 
of the year they will return to tho 
battleships, 


It Is expected thnt the same policy, 
somewat modified, will also be applied 
to the 
destroyers. 
In 
this

ice, however, young officers will be 
allowed to remain two years if they 
choose.

GRADUATES SHUN MINISTRY. 


A remarkable decrease in the num­ 
ber of Protestant ministers 
gradu­ 
ated from the universities of the coun­ 
try is shown in a current report of 
the United States bureau of educa­ 
tion. 


“It is plain/* says the report, “that 
educated men no longer seek tho cloth 
as they did when the nation was 
younger. 
It may mean much or littlo 
that 
the 
percentage 
of 
ministers 
among the graduates of typical col- , 
leges has declined from a proportion 
of 60 to 70 per cent, to less than 10 
per cent. 


An examination of the figures col­ 
lected at tho close of the nineteenth 
century from 37 representative col- t 
leges discloses the fact that the min­ 
istry takes between five and six per 
cent, of the 
university 
graduates, 
which marks the lowest point for that 
profession during the two and one- 
half centuries of American college his- 
to r,. 


Between the years 1896 and 1900 1 
only 865 divinity students were gradu- . 
ated from 37 representative colleges 
and universities, or 5.0 por cent, of tho 
total number graduated, which was I 
over 14,47S.

HICKEY ADMITS 
MURDER OF BOYS 


Killed One in New Yoric and 


One in Laci(awanna. 


6IVES 
SIGNED 
STATEMENT 


Attributes 
His 
Crimes to 
Excesslxc 


Use of L i q u o r — H a s Mania For Kill 


ing Boys When Drunk. 


J. Frank Hickey made a full con 
fession of the murder on Oct 12, 1911, 
of Joseph Josephs» the seven-year-old 
boy, of Lackawanna, a suburb of Buf 
falo, N, Y.; also, of Michael Krück, a 
New York newsboy, Pec. 12. 1902. 


Death in both instances was caused 
by strangulation. 
Hickey attributed 
his crimes to the excessive use ol 
liquor. When drunk, he said, he was 
possessed of an irresistible mania foi 
killing boys. 
He denied that he had 
committed other similar crimes, and 
said he was repentant for his deeds 
and expected to pay the penalty. 


The confession was made to Wesley 
C. Dudley, the district attorney. The 
whole tale has been reduced to a for 
mal statement and has been signed b> 
Hickey. 


Hickey is forty-seven years old and 
divorced. 
He has a son twenty-one 
years old. He is a chemist by profes* 
sion and is possessed of the mildest 
manners 
and the most ingratiating 
personality. 


Previously he has admitted to the 
police that he is a drunkard and on 
several occasions was an inmaie ol 
the Keswick Colony of Mercy, where 
drunkards are given a chance to re- 
form. 
It is located near Whitings 
N, J., the place Hickey was traced tc 
through letters he had written, these 
letters being the principal and, for a 
time, the only clues to the murder oJ 
Joseph Josephs, whose dismembered 
body was found in an outhouse neai 
his home on Nov. 16 last. 


Josephs disappeared on the' after 
noon of Oct. 12, 1911. 
It "was at first 
believed he had been drowned, but 
his father, George Josephs, a promi- 
nent merchant of Lackawanna, insist 
ed that the boy had been kidnapped 
and a countrywide search was instl 
tuted. 


The case attracted widespread at- 
tention, as the father from time tc 
tiaie reecived anonymous letters warn 
ing him to discontinue the search un 
der threat that his son would be mur- 
dered. In one postal card from Boston 
the then unidentified writer wrote ol 
murdering a boy In Central park, Ne\\ 
York city. It reads:

A 
drunk crazed brain done the deed and 
remorsd and sorrow for the parents i£ 
bringing the results which will soor 
come to an end. The demon whisky 
will then have one more victim, mak 
Ing four in all. The next morning 1 
tried to kill a little newsy, an Italian, 
who always stands in the morning at 
Seneca street. The boy knew me well. 
Ask him. I wdsh to pay the price, but 
will not let the Boston police get mt 
for my family's sake." 


The principal evidence in the handt 
of the police up to two weeks ago wae 
a letter written under a New Yorlt 
date and mailed at Whitings, N. J., oa 
Feb. 1, 1912. 


That letter was turned over to the 
police by John Hoskyn, chief 
mill 
Wright of the American Chemical Ag- 
ricultural Works, of Buffalo. Hoskyn 
said the writer applied for a Job iu 
the chemftal works on Sept. 15, 1911, 
The appllcj^nt seemed to be above the 
class of work obtainable in the plant, 
but he accepted employment and re- 
mained there four days. On departing 
he promised to write Hoskyn, which 
be did four months afterward. 


The police then traced Hickey to 
Waitings, where he was arrested.

The se.^- 
ulons in both houses served to com- 
plete the preliminary work of organi- 
zation-and loft congress ready for leg- 
islative business. 


The senate, depressed by the rec«int 
death of Vice President Sherman and 
Senators Heyburn and Rayner, was In 
session only twenty-two minutes. Both 
houses adjourned as soon as the pr(»- 
liminarles of organization were con- 
cluded, out of respect for members 
and officers who had died since the 
adjournment In August. 


Boisterous enthusiasm greeted the 
return to the houso of Sjioal m* Clark, 
former Spealier Cannon 
and 
other 
members whoso names have long bee.; 
associated with the important afl'aii'^ 
of that body. The roll call in the hons ^ 
was by states, and as the roll piocoed- 
ed the members cheered and applaud- 
ed the names of the more prominent 
members. 


A rising greeting was given former 
Speaker Cannon when his name was

Democrats and Republicans 
who had joined in the applause for 
Speaker Clark when he entered the 
chamber, jumped to their feet and 
joined In the cheering. Four governors-

do must have artificial light, for the 
sun'a rays cannot penetrate, and all 
is absolute darkness.

that there is no reason to believe that 
it is the result of suggestion or ac- 
cident. Minor surgical operations have

In the future tho period of duty for 
all gunboat ofilcers, except the com- 
mander, will bo one year.

the battleships and armorod cruisers 
With this now system a greater num- 
ber of ofilcers will have the advan 
tage of gunboat training than is now 
tho case.
